And h e is ex pected to 
meet h is tax es and m ortgage pay m ents promptly 
not to m ention insu rance, u pkeep and oth er ex ­ 
penses incidental to owning property . 
In most cases, property owned for rental pu r­ 
poses represents work and th rift on th e part of 
th e landlord. It is h is form of inv estm ent from 
wh ich h e ex pects to m ake a liv ing. W h en h is 
rents are cu t or stopped it m eans th e same as 
th e cu tting or stopping of salary to th e m an wh o 
depends on a position for h is liv ing. 
Landlords deserv e a lot of sy m path y and ap­ 
preciation for th e way in wh ich th ey h av e h ad 
to try to w eath er th e adv erse conditions of th e 
past y ear or two.
